Among tho Incldents of thoe progress of
the mob from Trafalgar siquare toward
Hyde Yark was the rough treatment fn-
fiicted upon the Farl of Darbrey(Lord Ore-
morns {n the Irish paorage). As the moben-
torad Pall Mall Lord Cromorna was discovared
making his way through the erowd of bystand-
prs, apparontly seeking n place of safoty, He
was gt upon by a detacliment of the rlotors
pnd aovoroly mauled and boaten, finally escap-
ing with many bruises and mious several of
bis garmonts and a valuable searl pln,  Bavaral
members of Arthur's and Brooka's eluba, In St
Jamas stroat, nacrowly esenped belng hit by
ptones, with which the air was filled, us tho
erowd pnasod thoss bulldings,

A showoer of stones was dirceted agalnst the
town resldence of the Daroness Burdett-Coutls,
in Stratton etreot, Meondilly, A very gaudy
and partlonlarly ngercaslve cockatno wna
banging lu Ita eago In one of the wlndows of
tho Baroness's house, and it addressed the moh
yveliomontiy, If not eloquently, The bird's re-
marks woro obviously not In harmouy with the
proceadinegs, and excoptlons which took the
form of stonos were (mmediately Gled. Little
damngo was done,

The front of Purdy’s gun-making catablish-
ment was badly riddlsd by atones, nnd 8o woero
all the windows In the shop of Benjnmin, the
{nhoepitable tallor who recently ndvortigod that
be wanted no Amerlenn customers, Hevernl
fowellers’ shops were badly damaged, The
Wost Eud, Clarldgos, nnd other fashlonabie
hotels wers fllled with badly frightened guests,
and the proprietors closed the atrest doora.

Tho proparty of wine-shop keepers and small
tradeamen along the route followsd by thie mob
to Hyde Park was recklessly destroyed. The
dampage was mostly loflicted In the strests
leading to Piccadlliy, Grosvenor squnre, and
tho Weot End, Many carringes were stopped,
and tho Indles in them ware insulted and some-
timen robbod, Beveral Iadles wers carried to
the Bucheloi’s Club in Hamllton wince vory
badly frightened and somo In & fainting con-
dition,

Lady Randelph Churchlll's Lrougham was
stoppedl In Pleendllly, She resolutely ordered
the assallant off, and then drove rapldly up
Albemnrie street to her home, The scenea In
Bouth Audley street, through which I wnlkod
to diuner, recalled vividly the pletures In
” Barnrby Ruidge " of the Gordon rlots, Win-
dow glnea strewed the pavemant, and drunken

loters were reeling through the stroot, AL

at hour, howsver, the polles wore everywhoro

Your correspondont twice drove out and
thrico walked through the crowd during the
helghit of the disorder, and obsarved that the

It was ovident thnt Buros sxpreted that the
appileation of fores to him would pracipilata a
rlot, nnd it was nlso npparent that the ofMedra
immedintely spgaged In remaoving the orators
fonred attack. IInt the mon mm:-ualnﬁ the
mob wero not yet In flehiting humor, %n the
mob contentad (teolf for the time by hooting
tha pollea and .'irlmtrmrlmfI them with flour,
dirt, aud garbage, Thoe ofleors bohaved ad-
mirahiy and nttamptad no retaliation.

Allor thelr 1-}netirm noither Mr ?ﬂlrnn or
any cf hin oollengnes made any furthor lHlt-
tempts to get baek, They nl oneo left the
soona und went lo the National Gallery. The
oounted the ateps, pointed to the doors an
windowa, and bitterly denounced the inmates.

That part of the Trafalgnr squace mob which
wont Lo llﬁnhs Pnrka';u vomposud of the maols
that had flied ap Cockspur sireet, Tail Matl,
anil Bt James ateaatwlhon tho Carlton Ciub was
attackod.  This long drawn nut throng bont nt
Itozont wtroet, which bogins at thes all Mall
whout half woy botween Nolson's monutent
nud Bt James street, and movied northward

RIOT OF STRIKING MINERS,

A Flerce Bntlle In whick One Man is Fa.
tally Muart and Many Injored.

MouyT PrEAsANT, Pa, Feb. 8.-The most
dlanstrous outbroak of the striking miners In
thie coko country that has yot occurred took
place at Droadford thie mornlog. The large
coal tippls and engine houes at the Henry Clay
works and a number of ears on the Daltimore
and Ohlo side track swore burned, One mnn
was falnlly beaton and two were shot, while
twenty-flve others wero temporarlly {mpris-
onod in the burgod Llipple, but escapod with
slight burna, :

This was the day of tho miners' mnss meet-
Ing nt Scottdnle, Tho men began moving In
gquads townrd the town shortiyafter daybronk,
s hundrods had to walk ns far ns fifteen miles
to the place of mesting. Four huodeed marched
down [rom Oounellsvilio niong the Baitimore
and Ohlo Rollrond In 8 lunf proecossion, As
thoy came In sight of the Henry Clay works
they began yolling and chearing Twoeaty-flve
employed on tho yard broka and ran to tho tip-
plo hionse for protectiop, but I'etor Boleson. the
yard hoss, Avthur Wyatt, nnd a French Cann-
dinn who wis beaton by sirikers twoweuks ngo,
stood their ground, Tho Canadien Nrsd Into tha
ciowd and struck un Dalinn named Michuel
Snggl. Then tho doputy sherifla un the tippis
openod flre on the crowd. ‘Tho strikers ro-
treated, ocarrying the injured man to Dr, -
gun's offiee,  They returned, and attacked
Bolason with ear slnts and clubs, smashing in
his noas and cutiing him mrrlhtr; s sl 1o
Bintion Agont Myer's house, who lnterfered,
and thus saved tho maon'a iifa, The sirikers
ngnin roturnod to tho yord nnd attncked Wyatt
and drove him into the drug store. e toid
thom the man who shiot Snegl was In the tipnle,
and the mob rushed thither, They Gred the
tpole, and rofused to let the men [neide ats
toinpt to save it the lstter funlly cscaplng
into the mine, The strikers then broke in tho
coks ovon doors and simashod whistuver progi-
orty was handy, Tho loss of the tippla and
property will reach $5,000, Baggl, the Itullan
who was shot, will die,

At noon Hberill Hterllng and iwenty-five
deputies arrived, aml are now gunrding the
Frick Compinng's proparty, Frank Gardner, a
deputy sborifl, who attemptod to expostulatp
with the strikers, was beaten with oiubs, but

ot awny with lils lifo, Bherilf Sterling was on
ﬁlt way hore from Everson wheu ho met tha
rioters 'ﬁnin' to Scotidale.
